Colby Describes the Sad 
Plight of Poland.

Despite the l'ail that the crowd had 
already seen two of the closest games 
that have been stuged in the t'lty 
League tula year, nearly live hundred 
of thi> original crowd of seven hun- 
dred funs remained to witness the 
final contest staged between iMcUill 
and Nationals. There were two rea- 
sons for this, the Nationals have been 
Improving wonderfully of late, and 
it was looked upon as a crucial test 
''or them. Also, there wus more than 
usual interest owing to the fact that 
McOill was tied with Loyola tor I he 
first position, provided Mcliill won 
their game. McUil won easily by 
the score ol three lo one, and still 
shares the top of the pile with Loy- 
ola. 

In the first game of the eveuing, 
Loyola had little difficulty in putting 
the Shamrock team down b> » three- 
one score. The game wus not very 
exciting, because Loyola had all the 
best of the play, and Slater and Gal- 
lery circled around the whole Sham- 
rock team with little difficulty. 

The l!44lli-Luvul game furnished a 
surprise in the fact that they put up 
one of the stlffest bailies staged this 
year, It was not thought that the 
L'44Mi were at -II dangerous, but they 
dug Mu trom the "''*t and forced La- 
val to be content with a two-two 
score.

Discussion of Doctrine of 
Infinity.

J. Clark Reads Paper on In- 
teresting- Question in Philo- 
sophy of Mathematics. 



A very successful meeting of the 
Philosophical Society was held yes- 
terday evening In Stratlteona Hall, 
The important part of the programme 
was a paper by Mr. It. J. Clark on 
"Th, Theory of Infinity." lie show- 
ed how this theory has gradually 
grown up out of the attempts of ma- 
thematicians to make a, logically sat- 
isfactory foundation or mathematics; 
Logical exactitude is now very int., 
portant to the philosophy ol mat he- 
matics. 

The Theory of the infinite lias been 
due to the labours of Oeorge Cantor, 
and arose out or the contradictions 
which were found in the conception 
of motion and space and time, This 
theory is purely logical, and "a 
priori," and independent of experi- 
ence) and applies like Logic: not only, 
to what exists, but lo whatever is 
possible. The speaker explained and 
defined the infinite as known in 
Mathematics, and showed how this 
applies to (lie continuity of space, 
time, and motion. He wt nt on to 
consider some seeming paradoxes, de- 
pending on this theory, such as that 
of Tristram Shandy. Tristram Shan- 
dy couTH only write the history of 
one day of 'lis life in a year. It 
seems, therefore, that the longer he 
lived, tiie more lie would fall behind. 
If he lived forever, he would,, how- 
ever, have written the whole history 
of his life. There would be a day 
for every year of his life, although 
there are ihrre hundred and sixty- 
five clays In a year, because Infinity 
devlded by Ibree hundred and sixty- 
rive is still infinity. The paradoxes 
Of BOM were next considered, the 
most famous of which is the story of 
Achilles and the tortoise. It was 
shew t) how, and to What c xte.il I hey 
depend on the theory, and how the 
supposed contradictions could be re- 
moved. 

A very interesting discussion fol- 
lowed the paper, and the members 
a; r ued keenly about the nature p-vh- 
lems arising out of Infinity. Mr. 
Clark cleared up several hitherto 
doubtful points, showing how several 
paradoxes could lie explained by iios 

theory, The attempts of /.etin to 
show that tin-re was no such thing 
as motion, and no pluralism ol num- 
bers, aroused créa' interest and 
a musement. 

After Ihe paper, some suggestions 
were made with reference to future 
meetings. I'pon the suggestion of 
Mr. A. M. Terroux. the next meet- 
ing of the Socle ly, which, upon the 
kind invitation of Dr. Ilickson. will 
take place at his home, will prob- 
ably take the torm of a symposium 

on the subject of "Dreams," Every 

member of the Society will speak 
for a few minutes on the subject un- 
der discussion, and will have an op- 
portunity of giving his opinion with 
regard to thr question. This 'neet- 
Ing will be held about February 1». 
After the serving of refreshments, 
which contributed <<• Hie general fee.

GERMANY'S MANY SCHEMES 



In the Fourteenth Century Poland 
at the Height of its Pros- 
perity. 

in yesterday's lecture of the "|2u- 
rope at War" series L>r. Colby treat- 
ed on The Polish Question. Its close 
relation to the future of all Europe 
shows clearly that there can be no 
permanent peace until the Polish 

Question Is settled according to prin- 
ciple's of justice unci reason. Were 
I'oland to be reconstituted It would 
embrace a population of sonic 15,000,- 

000 to 25,000,000, its futur,- depend- 
ing entirety on the relation of the a^ 

gressive countries id Russia and 
Frusslu, whose position at the end 
of the war will determine Poland's 
future. 

Dr. Colby set forth the main cri.es 
in I'ollsh annuls. The Poles and the 
Slavs inhabited a region thrust we|l 
out Into the west of Europe, which 
lacked mountains ami physicul bar- 
riers, but which was graced with the 
great river Vistula. On this fine 
stre am the early l'oies lived for over 
a thousand years, and here stands out 
the record of Polish achievement. 
The late; middle ages saw the beighl 
of Polish power. Her destruction was 
deterred by several strong kings, but 
her state In the end became so un- 
sound thai Frederick of Prussia and 
Catherine of Russia experienced no 
.difficulty In carrying out their 
scheme of spoliation. 
! "The Poles possessed certain iiuali 

1 ties which appeal Irresistibly to the 
I Imagination.", They represent a lost 

cause shed with romain, and set li- 
ment. They were gifted with won- 
derful Imaginations, and thus produc- 
ed some excellent scholars, but I hey 
hud au unlortunate feature about 
their temperament which made (he.ni 
much more spontaneous than persis- 
tent. 

The three famous rulers in tin 
fourteenth century were Ladlslas the 
Dwarf; Caalmlr the Third, and his 
son Louis. Under these wise and re- 
markable rulers Poland culminated to 

the prosperity which marked this 
era. The Teutons were forced to , 
accept the suzerainty or Poland and 
Htissia was so much overshadowed 
by these rulers us to become almost 
a vassal state-. Lithuniu wus united 
by the marriage of Louis' daughter ' 
to the Grand Duke of Lithuniu, but 
here one may notice Ihe symptoms , 
of the kind of weakness which even- j 
tually cost Poland her political ex- j 
Istence, The nobles of this time 
lorded it over the serfs, which creat- 
ed two factions, and which was one 

ot the materia] misfortune* of the 

time. This state existed as lute as 
the seventeenth century, and until 
then the serr bed no protection 
against the worst forms of abuse-. 
The nobles and the seiuirarehy were 
rudely organized, and a great deal 
of jealottsy was excited. The finan- 
cial system was very rudimentary 
and unsystematic. 

From 1673 until the Second half of 
the eighteenth century the Polish 

throne was like a kind of football. In 
one way Poland was a kingship, in 
alio- her the crudest form of a re- 
public. A Diet was finally the 
source of authority, the members e.f 
which were the landed aristocracy. 
When the Diet met to c -boose a king 
or transact public- business it could 
not agree tin one candidate, as any 
member had the right to veto what- 
ever was done by the rest, Such was 
the dangerous plight of Poland at the 

end oi the eighteenth century, 
The death of Augustus III, Just 

after the close or the Seven Veurs' 

War. created ■ desire in Frederick 
! of Prussia to take sd vantage of the 
i unsettled, anarchical conditions Which 
prevailed in Poland, lie wisely de- 
elded to act In harmony with Rus- 
sia regarding the future of Poland.

the hands of a steward, the financial 
! obligation being assumed by the Un- 
ion. 

Later the management of the dln- 
ilng room was assumed by private in- 
dividuals, rental being charged by 
the Union, whlc halo incurred con- 
the Union, which also incurred con- 
viding of steam for the steam tables 
and other appliances. This has been 
the system in operation for several 
years past, and only at the time when 
the members of the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Universities Com- 
panies were successively in occupa- 
tion of the building has the caterer 
been able to realize a profit. Thfs 
'was due to the fact that the caterer 
was assured the patronage of the 
members of the Companies, and the 
number of meals served was large 
enough to return a profit to him. 

When the Union opened last Octo- 
ber, a reputable caterer was placed In 
the dining room, and an invitation 
extended to the student body to avail 
themselves of the- opportunity to se- 
cure what, was admitted to be one of 
the best meals in the city at a reason- 
able charge. For the first week or 
two the response was most gratifying. 
The attendance was quite large 
enough to assure a profit to the cat- 
erer, and the quality of the meals 
was much appreciated by the stu- 
dents, Then suddenly and for some 
unaccountable reason the attendance 
began to fall off. The receipts from 
the dining room dwindled until they 
were barely sufficient to cover the 
purchase of the food consumed. The 
caterer, taking advantage of a clause 
in his contract which granted him one 
month's notice to terminate the 
agreement, handed in his notice to 
take effect early in December. 
«The Union thereupon, not wishing 
that the caterer should sustain fur- 
ther financial Iobs and unwilling to 
see the dining room closed unless 
there was no other course open, is- 
sued an appeal to the student body 
to renew Its patronage, pointing out 
the advantages which could be ob- 
tained nowhere else, and the duty of 
the Btudents to patronize a Univer- 
sity institution. The response was 
again gratifying, but unfortunately 
only momentary. There was nothing 
left for the caterer to do but to ter- 
minate his agreement. ' Still unwill- 
ing to deprive the students of an eat- 
ing-place such a short time before 
the Christmas holidays, the Union en- 
tered into a new agreement with the 
caterer Whereby a bonus was ex- 
tended to him to remain until the 
University closed for the holidays. 

In - the meantime the Advisory 
Board had instructed the House Com- 
mittee to enquire Into the possibili- 
ties of re-opening the dining room In 
January. The House Committee ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to take the 
matter up. It was not until a week 
ago that a man was secured who was 
willing to take over the dining room. 
By that time the greater number of 
the students who had formerly pat- 
ronized the dining room had secured 
eating places elsewhere, and while It 
felt under a certain obligation to pro- 
vide suitable accommodation for Its 
members, the Union did not feel that 
the demand justified the re-opening 
of the dining room, particularly in 
view of the experience of the caterer 
in charge from October to December, 
and of the necessary financial loss to 
the already burdened Union which 
i would result. The failure of the din- 
jlng room this session may be quite 
I properly attributed to the decreased 
I registration of the University and to 
' the fact .that of the students In at- 
tendance a great many either lire at 
their homes In the city, or have. been 
consistently unwilling, through one 
reason or another, to extend their 
patronage to the student social cen- 
tre. In a normal year at the Univer- 
sity, with normal attendance, I feel 
I quite confident that the dining room 
; would have met with success. 
I No doubt next year s House Com- 
mittee will endeavor to operate the 
dining room, but to do so it will be 
necessary to secure the hearty co-op- 
eration of the whole student body.

It also seems to us that the writer

The fact that the writer was a lit*

It is to be understood that this crl- 
Mclsm applies in no way to the Mc-

of the fact that they had probably 
°xpected to win, and that our victory 
was perhaps a bit lucky, the behav- 
iour of the McGill men deserves the 
highest praise. They made it plain,

but it is to be hoped that th© next 
man who writes up a prospective trip

There are a number of men stu- 
dents at Macdonald who believe that 
the efforts that the combined facul- 
ties of McGill University at Mont- 
real have put forth to bring the Agri- 
cultural Faculty at Macdonald into 
closer touch with them, have been in- 
spired by purely selfish motives.

The 
purpose of the gathering was to con- 
sider the best ways and means of 
promoting a greater interest for Mis- 
sions among the students of MrGill. 
After the supper the chairman, Mr. J. 
Coote, introduced Mr. Lovell Murray, 
of New York. Mr. L. Murray had not 
been able, 011 account of illness, to 
attend the Missionary Institute held 
at the Hall on January 12th and 13th. 
but was now able to visit McGIU and 
discuss witU this committee of stu- 
dents the outlook for Mission Study I 
for the balance of this year. Mr. 
Murray is a Canadian by birth and 1 
education, and as he himself sup- 1 
plemented Mr. Coote'8 introductory 
remarks, he is a Canadian by nation- 1 
ality yet. He is now the General Sec- : 
rotary for the Student Volunteer 
Movement of North America, of 
which the headquarters are- in New- 
York. Mr. Murray commenced his | 
address by speaking of the real val- 
ues of studying the greater questions 
in the Kingdom of God. "Instead 
of referring to abstract theories." the 
speuker said. I will tell you what I 
I old someone w ho questioned me the 
other day, about the good I got out 
of Mission Study. First of all 1 
got a broader outlook of the Kingdom 
of God, a true internationalist spirit. 
We see a lot of narrow nationalism 
in the different countries to-day. mas- 
querading under patriotism. This 
thought of the serviceableness of the 
nations in the constitution of the 
Kingdom of God Is broad. Ignor- 
ance about other countries makes us 
narrow. When we study their his- 
tory and know their people, then we | 
get a broader outlook. As I study 
Missions, I become a Christian In- 
ternationalist. Second, Mission Study- 
brings me- in close touch with the 
most momentous question of the day, 
that great sweep of the Kingdom of 
God. Social progress and develop- 
ment are only pari of this grout ques- 
tion. As we study .Missions we couit 
to see that the great reforms in 
China, India and Africa have come 
through missionary effort, through 
the teaching of the Brotherhood of 
God. Another great effect of the 
■ Mission Study is that it convinces 
' one of the real value of character. 

To read of such women as Mary 
I Slessor of Calabar, who by her devo- 
tion to God and His cause, aud by 
: lier failli transformed a whole com- 
I tnunity of suvuges to a garden of 
] life. As one lives in thought With 
such great, heroic, Hon hearted souls 
w hile reading of I heir wonderful 
career, he gets a real stimulus for 
character. Mission Study represents 
the unselfish spirit of man, the going 
out, the giving forth, the spirit of 
real sacrifice. The social monstrosi- 
ties, and grievous conditions of these 
countries touches our sympathy, and 
we begin to think Internationally, we! 
can pray of great issues, of other 
peoples' struggles, and our map ex- 
tends beyond our former narrow 
knowledge, Then, too, by Mission 
Study we help u man to understand 
Christ and His true spirit. The stu- j 
dent of Missionary problems cannot 
fall to see that Christ Is at work to- 
day as much as he was 1900 years 
ago.

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of Ilium 
on issue. It Is valid for one year, and la renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to Hie 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate or (5.00 an acre lor SDPURIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory iu the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height or lam! 
where important mineralized belts are known lo exist.
